Payment of 830,000 to City. 
Discussing the legal aspect of the payment 
of $30,000 made by Mr. Burke to the city 
after the report leaked of the grand jury 
room that an indictment was to be returned 
against him, an attaché of the State’s At- 
torney’s office said:

The four now in that 
court are Judge Edward Dunne, Judge Farlin 
Q. Ball, Judge Marcus Kavanagh, and Judge 
Abner Smith. As Judge Smith was in charge 
of the grand jury which returned the indict- 
ments against Burke the trial probably will 
come up before one of the others. 

The prosecution will do all that is proper to 
accommodate the defense as to the time of 
the hearing and the Judge before whom the 
case will be heard. Under the law the names 
of witnesses to be called by the prosecution 
must be indorsed on the back of the indict- 
ments, which was done inthis case, The wit-

Duty of State’s Attorneys. 
The duties of the office of Attorney General 
are reviewed at length in the opinion, and 
the conclusion is drawn that his powers 
have been, and are being, usurped by the 
special attorneys employed by the various 
boards and commissions. It is also pointed 
out that the State's Attorneys in the various 
counties are recognized by law as the assist - 
ants of the Attorney General. On this point 
Attorney General Hamm expresses himself 
as follows: 
“TI am forced to the conclusion that under 
the constitution and laws of the State the 
duty to perform every character of legal 
service required by these several boards, 
commissioners, and departments rests upon 
the office of the Attorney General or State's 
Attorney, or both; and that whenever such 
service is needed it is the duty of the incum- 
bents of these appointments to call the 
proper constitutional law officer to the per- 
formance of such service; and that there is 
no authority under which any of them ma 
employ a special attorney.“ 


No Funds to Pay Them Legally. 
In discussing the inquiry whether there is 
any source from which the special attorneys 
may be lawfully paid for their legal services 
Attorney General Hamlin replies in the nega- 
tive, and at the same time refers to the rights 
of State’s Attorneys to fees and commissions 
as follows: 

“The boards subsisting upon fees, fines, 
and penalties have no right to appropriate 
any portion of their income to the payment 
of attorneys’ fees to special attorneys. Fees 
and commissions are due to the State's at- 
torney of the county in which the suit is 
brought, and no board or commission has 
a right to deprive him of the same by the 
employment of a special attorney and placing 
him in charge of prosecution in the name of 


the people.“ |

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Washington, D. C., Oct. 6.—[Special.}—Mrs. Roosevelt's determination to attend st. 
John’s Episcopal Church while the President is faithful to the little chapel of the Dutch 
Reform Church has given rise to some misconception, and people who do not under- 
st; the facts have assumed there was some radical difference of opinion in religious 
matters between-the President and his wife. They do belong to different churches, but 
that is a matter of hereditary association. The President belonged to the Dutch Re- 
_ formed Church, as his ancestors had done, and he has kept up the connection as a matter 

of course. Mrs. Roosevelt was a Carew, and she is an Episcopalian by birth and train- 
ing. She has always contributed liberally to the church of that faith in New York, 
Washington, and Albany. The President and Mrs. Roosevelt are not at all apart in their 
general religious views, and they frequently attend church together. As the result of . 
early they have retained their original church membership. St. John’s Church, 
where Mrs. Roosevelt will attend, used to be called the Church of State, and in the early 
days of the republic it was as near official as anything could be. The colonists were gen- 
erally members of the Church of England, and St. John’s Church set apart a specia! pew 
for the President and his family, which was regularly occupied for one administration 
after another. In later years owing to the diverse sects in America Episcopalian 
Presidents have been less common, and the pew had not many occupants in the 
last half of the century. Mrs. Roosevelt intended to go to this church in any event, 
but she would not have been given the President's pew, which had been rented to Sec- 
retary Hitchcock. Under the usual rule the pew would not revert to any member of 
the White House family, but Secretary Hitchcock immediately resigned his claim in 
favor of Mrs. Roosevelt, and insisted on her acceptance. The pew is No. 54. and she 
will sit in the place where Presidents Madison, Monroe, Van Buren, Tyler, Taylor, and 
Arthur participated in the service. Mr. and Mrs. Roosevelt, while each has retained 
individual membership in separate churches, are by no means narrow in their views, 
and the President's pew in St. John’s is quite likely to have him for an occupant, 


especially as the church is just across Lafayette Park from the White House,

“TI know that no human wisdom has de- 
vised a way in which some one else may pay 
that criminal’s penalty. But God's wisdom, 
guided by his love to men, found out such a 
way.“ 

DR. J. P. BRUSHINGHAM AT HOME.

Dr. J. P. Brushingham preached at the 
First Methodist Church yesterday morning 
for the first time since his return from a brief 
stay in England, as delegate to the Ecumeni- 
cal conference.

He would have a erent 
opinion, however, had he been in the bulld- 
ing itself one day last week and seen a great 
truss hoisted to its place up there and se- 
cured. The truss, which ig one of four m- 
ilar ones which Joe and his mates must 
place, is the largest and heaviest that has 
ever been set up in a Chicago building. It is 
ninety feet in length, twenty-five feet in 


eight, and weighs about 45,000 pounds. It 


wus sent up so high that, though its lower 
edge is only at the eleventh floor of the new 
building, it is considerably higher than the 
roof of the Merchants’ Loan and Trust Com- 
pany Building across the street. The t 
truss is the first to span the center of the 
new Postoffice above the ground floor, from 
which can be gleaned an idea of what will 
be the sige ofthe central rotunda of the 
building. 

This truss was assembled on the first 
floor of the building, directly under the 
dome The angle irone and beams of 
ous sort that go to make it up were bro t 
there and riveted in place according to plan, 
Joe and the others working on it for several 


‘days. While they. were doing that other 


men were getting the hoisting machinery 
in place. Up in the dome two great booms, 
each formed of a single timber 24x12 inches 
thick and 60 feet long, were secured. They 
were of Washington fir, clear of knot or 
Split. They were sent aloft and their butts 
braced against the base girders of the dome. 
They were strengthened by other timbers 
bound along their sides, and then immensely 
strong steel wire cables were run through . 
blocks at their free end and carried to the 
hoisting engines om the ground, more than 
200 feet below. One end of each cable was 


No venturesome was allowed to 
ride up on that tr No one stood in the 
path of a possible descent.
